Tabitha Home has been blessed again by our Father’s grace and 
blessing. Tabitha is thankful for these blessings. Each morning some 
seventy children and nearly the same number of aged gather for Chris- 
tian worship. They are a big family who always seem to be happy and 
thankful for the wonderful home they have in which to live. A fine 
spirit prevails at Tabitha. Rev. Walter, so full of faith and love, is 
loved as a father by all. Sister Ida, in her gentle quiet manner, ‘s a 
great asset. Miss Kjerulff, the new secretary, takes erent interest in 
the Home and is an indispensable assistant. 
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Mr. Humpy of Lincoln was re- elected President for about the twen- 


tieth time. W. H. Guenther of St. Joseph, Mo., was elected Vice-Presi- 
dient; Rev. Schult of Hastings, Neb., Treasurer; and Rev. Rangler of

Tabitha is being conducted very economically. Much of the food 


and clothing is donated. We have a truck which makes regular trips 


to gather the donations which are not too far away. Eight thousand 
quarts of fruit and 300 bushels of potatoes are a part of the donations. 
The Tabitha family is the largest it has ever been. Within the 


i year 1932 there were 74 children and 69 aged. Only two deaths among 


the old folks, and the wonderful record of never a death among the 
children still prevails. Except for colds, flu and other minor ailments 
of children, health conditons were very good. . ae 

We have an organization of Boy Scouts and Campfire Girls which 


are doing very nicely. Twelve of our children were confirmed by Rev. 
 Rangler last November. Our Band organization is progressing very 
nicely, but owing to the depression this organization was not able to 
make a tour of the surrounding cities. Instead, during the summer 


many of the children were sent out to indivdual homes for several weeks 


vacation. We believe that this brought cheer not only to the children 


but also to the homes visited. We hope to do this again on a large! 
scale in 1933. 
Our greatest need now is more room. Our main building, which 


micht be called a fire trap since it is merely brick veneer over a wood 


frame, is very much crowded with the aged and helpless. Our building 


tor the boys and girls is very much over-crowded. 


A special committee was appointed and considerable time has been 


_ given to a unit plan of construction which should be started in the very 
near future. Our first construction will probably be a two-story unit 
tor the aged and helpless. This will be adjoined by a chapel. We have 


great hopes of receiving a private donation with which to build the 
chapel. The next construction would be two cottages to house the girls. 


More units could be added as more money became available. If the 


helpless were moved into a fireproof building we would feel much re- 


lieved. If the girls were moved into cottages they would be happier. 
The boys could then occupy the children’s home and not have too 


much room. | 
Much of our property turned over to the Home by the old folks 


when they entered has depreciated in value. Part of our building fund 
which was invested in good securities cannot be drawn at the present 


time. But we do hope that within the very near future at least one 
unit of our building m can be Started. | 

On April 7, 1933, Tabitha Home lost one of its best friends when 
Mrs. Walter was called to her reward in heaven. She was loved by 


everyone in the home for she was a comfort to the aged and a mother 


to the children.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 

Two of God’s ambassadors have gone to their coronation. One is 
the Rev. Thorwald Martinus Bakke, who laid aside the tools of his toil 
September 22, 1932. Death came at the Missouri Methodist Hospital in 
St. Joseph, Mo., following an automobile accident, September 5, at Lan- 
caster, Mo., where he was pastor of our church. While he was a mem- 
ber of Kansas Synod and the United Lutheran Church for less than two 
years, this Norseman was greatly respected by the brethren of Synod 
for his Christian spirit and his thorough acquaintance with the Book 
of books they feel called of God to preach. At the time of his death, 
Pastor Bakke was “going on” sixty-one years of age. 

The deceased was a graduate of St. Olaf’s College and was ordained 
in 1901. During his ministry, he held pastorates in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Canada and Kansas, having worked most creditably in the Nor- 
wegian and Augustana Synods before accepting the call at Lancaster. 


Rev. H. A. Koogle was born near Hagerstown, Maryland, in 1848, 


and passed to his rest at his home in Chapman, Kan. early in June, 
1932, at the ripe old age of 85 years. 

He came to Kansas with his family early in 1880 and settled on a 
farm in Chautauqua county. He had done considerable school and 
college work before coming west and having the feeling of a call to 
preach the gospel he continued his studies and in 1888 at the synod 
held that year in Lawrence, Kan., he was ordained to the gospel min- 
istry. He served pastorates at Bunker Hill, Banner City and Chapman. 
About the year 1898 his health failed and he retired from the active 
ministry. He lived the remainder of his days in Chapman and most 
of the time in his own home. He was a beautifully pious man, had his 
home altar and kept the fires burning. R
